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A CALL TO WALK SOFTLY 


We Are Living in Paul’s Perilous Times, 


But we Must Still Preach Holiness. 


HOLD UP THE STANDARD AND PUSH AHEAD. 


It is true we have never seen 
such a time as this. Our an- 
cestors, and former religious 
workers have talked about these 
days, always pointing out that 
they were inthe future, but it 
is our lot to live inthe very days 
they have talked about. 


The development of the past 
ten years has been so marked 
with the fulfillment of Scripture 
prophecy that one who is really 


a studencof the Bible can hardly: 


hold his head. He sees the 
rapid approach of the coming of 
our Lord that has been looked 
for so long. He finds himself 
almost uncousciously looking up- 
ward to behold the bright place 
in the sky. When we are truly 
awake, and realize the very time 
this is we want to tread very 
quietly, and thus we feel it the 
time for a call to walk softly, 
for the coming of the Lord 
draweth nigh. 


I suppose the old wailing place 
of the Jews has been abandoned 
since Jerusalem has fallen into 
the hands of England. Itis only 
a matter of time until the Jews 
will have their country restored 
to them so it can no more be 
said of them, ‘fa nation without 


a country.” 


This may be the ‘‘time of 
Jacob’s trouble,’’ it also looks 
like it is the time of his blessing. 
I do not say it is true, but there 
are indications that England and 
the United States are the fulfill- 
ment of Jacob’s blessings upon 
the sons of Joseph. (Gen.48 :19.) 
England as Manasseh and the 
United States as Ephraim. It 
also looks as if the same nations 
come under the blessing pro- 
nounced upon Joseph. (Gen. 
49 :2p:2—26.) And these are for 
the last days. (Gen. 49:1.) 


No matter whether this is the 
time of Jacob’s trouble (Jer.30:7), 
or Jacob’s blessing, or both, we 
know it is a time when God’s 
people should walk very softly 
hefore Him and be perfect. 
(Matt. 5:48.) The words of 
Jesus are fulfilled where he 
save, ‘*Nation shall rise against 
nation, and kingdom against 
kingdom: and there shall be 
earthquakes in divers places, 
and there shail be famines and 
troubles: and these are the be- 
giupings of sorrows.’? (Mark 
13:8.) All of these are upon the 
world now. ‘The papers report 
thousands upon thousands dying 
of hunger. Earthquakes are 
common. ‘Pestilences’’ (Matt 
24:7.) are stalking through al- 
most all lands, and visiting al- 
most every home, until sorrow 
upon sorrow is falling upon the 
people everywhere. Then is it 
not truly a time to walk softly 
before the Lord? 

It looks to me _ like shows, 
and dances, and theaters, and 
all other places of amusement, 
ought to close out and those who 
attend such places, stop their 
foolishness and get ready to die, 


because death is showing no 
favors. He walks into the homes 


of the wealthy as well as those 
in poverty. The undertakers and 
coffin factories are reaping a har 
vest and cannot supply the de- 
mand tor decent burials. 

N» one knows where death 
is go'ng to strike next. 


men, governors, soldiers, both offi. 
cers and privates, teachers, mer- 
chants, lawvers, doctors, preach 
ers, all classes and all ages are 
being swept hastily into eternity 
with scarcely any notice Time 
of trouble? yes, and the very 
worst sort of trouble. Time to 
walk softly? yes, indeed! No 
time for foolishness now unless 
people thus engaged want to drop 
into hel) almost the next minute. 
No time for lightness; no time 
for idleness; no time to spend 
time or money foolishly, unless 
people do not care to go to the 
judgment with guilt heaped upon 
them so as to press them deeper 
into the billows of hell. 


Truly, we are living in Paul’s 
perilous times, but we must still 
preach holiness. Some do not 
seem to think we are living in 
the time of the fulfillment of the 
sixth chapter of Revelation, but 
if we are not, we are living in 
a time that things are happening 
similar to the description given 
there. We have had the sword, 
and the hunger is on now and 
has been more or less for three 
years, death is doing its deadly 
work. Physicians call it influ- 
enza, but I notice death claims 
the victims, and snatches them 
jout of ‘the rands of the physi- 
cians and they are compelled to 
stand aside andlet their patients 
go. They call it double pneu- 
monia, but it is death eventu- 
ally. 


The opening of the fourth seal 
gives a pretty good description of 
what is stalking over the world 
now. ‘‘And behold a pale horse : 
and his name that sat on him was 
Death, and hell followed with 
him. Anc power was given unto 
them over the fourth part of the 
earth, to kill with sword, and 
and with hanger, and with death, 
and with the beasts of the 
earth.’? (Rev. 
true that this is the time for 
the fulfillment of this prophecy 
(I do not say that it is or is not), 
then since the sword has done 
its deadly work and destroyed its 
millions in the world war just 
closed (but may not be fully over 
yet), and the ravages of hunger 
and death that are still slaying 
their multitudes, the next is to 
be the beasts of the earth. | 
take it that one fourth part of 
the population of the world is to 
be destroyed by war, starvation, 
death and the beasts of the 
earth. 





Although the death rate has 
heen enormous during the last 
four years, yet it has hirdly 
reached the one fourth mark 
yet. But it is not done yet. 1 
do not know what is meant by

Listen to the voice of Jesus 
concerning the last days, and 
there is no question about these 
being the lastdays. ‘And there 
shall be signs in the sun, and in 
moon, and in the stars: and upon 
the earth distress of nations, with 
perplexity ; the sea and the waves 
roaring; men’s hearts failing 
them for fear, and for looking 
after those things which are 
coming on the earth.’? (Luke 
21 :25,26.) There have been signs 
in the sun, and in the moun and 
in the stars ‘There may be more 
signs yet. There is now distress 
of nations,with perplexity. Look 
at Russia,Germany,Turkey,Aus- 
tra-Hungary, und in fact, many 
of them. They are in distress, 
and in such state of perplexity 
that the most able statesmen and 
the most skilled diplomats are 
not able to see what the outcome 
is going to be. 


The world is in an awful jum- 
ble. A state of perplexity ex- 
ists almost everywhere. Nobody 
knows what will happen next. 
They are planning for peace and 
safety, but national heads are 
afraid of each other.

be courteous: not rendering evil, 
for evil, or railing for railing: 
but contrariwise blessing.’ ’(1 
Pet 3:8,9.) Treat people with 
respect and always be polite in 
their presence. ‘Let all bitter- 
ness, and wrath, and anger, and 
clamour, and evil speaking, be 
put away from you, with all 
malice: and be ye kind one to 
another, tender-hearted, forgiv- 
ing one another, even as God for 
Ohrist’s sake hath forgiven you.”’ 
(Eph 4:81,82.) 

Walk softly, be tender, be 
gentle, show the people that are 
yet in sin that you love them. 
The, world needs sympathy and 
love. They may appreciate our 
kindness now while there is so 
much trouble.

The Gospel in The Old Testament 


JOHN E 


**Unto us was the gospel preach- 
ed, as well as unto them.’’ Heb. 
4:2. 

The great plan of redemption 
has been in operation ever since 
man fell. Jesus Christ is the 
central fizure of this. plan. 
“Neither is there salvation in 
any other: for there is none other 
name under heaven given among 
men, whereby we must. be 
saved.’’ Acts 4:12. 

This applies to all ages, for 
Ohrist is the ‘Lamb slain trom 
the foundation of the world.’’ 
Rev. 18:8. It is a mistake to 
suppose that there have been two 
plans of salvation—one for the 
patriarchs and Hebrews living 
before the cross, and another for 
Ohristians of the present dispen- 
sation. It is a mistake to sup- 
pose that old Testament sinners 
were forgiven and saved through 
obedience to the law without 
faith in the atonement and par- 
doning love of Ohrist. It is 
equally a mistake to suppose that 
we of the New Testament dis- 
pensation are saved by the Gos- 
pel of Ohrist, while disregarding 
the law of God. 

Faith in Ohrist brings pardon 
for past sins. His abiding pres- 
ence and transforming power of 
the Holy Ghost enables us to 
obey the requirements of the law 
of God, and so prepare and fit us 
to dwell with the holy angels 
throughont eternity. 


The word ‘‘gospel’’ means good 
news—good news of redemption 
through Jesus Ohrist. How long 
has this Gospel been proclaimed? 
Was it first given in the time of 
Ohrist? Or was it first made 
known to Moses or Abraham? 
When God proclaimed to the first 
guilty pair that the seed of 
woman (Ohrist) should bruise 
the serpent’s(Satan’s) head(Gen. 
3:15), He gave them the Gospel 
or good news, that Christ would 
overcome Satan and open a way 
of escape for fallen man. In this 
promise to Adam and his pos- 
terity, we hear the Gospel of the 
Redeemer as truly as did the 
shepherds on the plains of Bethle- 
hem, as they listened to the won- 
derful anthem from the angel 
choir, ‘Glory to God in the 
highest, and on earth peace, 
xood will toward men.” Luke 
2:14. 

Abel’s faith in the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ made his offering 
acceptable toGod. ‘The fire that 
came from heaven and consumed 
his sacrifice, was the testimony 
from God that his faith in Ohrist 
and his compliance with the re- 
quirments of God had _ brought 
him pardon and justification by 
faith. Heb. 11:4, 

Oain, while professedly obe- 
dient, had a heart full of rebel- 
lion and unbelief. ‘The love of 
Ohrist had no place in his sacri- 
fice, therefore it was rejected by 
heaven. With it there was no 
recognition of the wonderful pro- 
visions of the Gospel; hence his 
offering brought no forgiveness, 
no justification, for there was no 
exhibition of faith. Envy and 
hatred of his brother sprang up 
in the heart of Cain, because the 
love of Ohrist had no place in 
him. Then followed the awful 
tragedy of the murder of Abel, 
which was the first death the 
world had known. ‘*And where- 
fore siew he him? Because his 
own works were evil, and his 


brother’s righteous.” 1 John 
8:12.

the ground was not in accordance 
with God’s plan. Such an offer- 
ing could not in any way repre- 
sent the atoning blood of Christ, 
for Paul says, ‘‘Without shed- 
ding of blood is no remission.”

If the love of 
Christ dwells not in our hearts, 
hatred is sure to take posses- 
810n, 

The Gospel was preached to 
Abraham. ‘And the scripture, 
foreseeing that God would jus- 
tify the heathen through faith, 
preached before the gospel unto 
Abrahan, saying, ‘In thee shall 
all nations be blessed.” Gal.3:8. 
Paul here quotes from Gen.22 :18, 
‘‘And in thy seed shall all the 
nations of the earth be blessed.” 
In Gal 3:16,Paul says this*tseed” 
is Christ. Through the wonder- 
ful mercy of God, Ohrist was 
preached to Abraham, and this 
was the Gospel of justification 
by faith—the same as we have 
it. 

Moses and the children of Is- 
rael had the Gospel, for Paul 
says ‘‘For unto us was the gospel 
preached, as well as unto them: 
but the word preached did not 
profit them, not being mixed 
with faith in them that heard 
2." Heb. 4:2. Here the 
apostle treats it as a well known 
fact that their fathers had the 
Gospel. He states that we have 
the Gospel as well as they. The 
same Gospel their fathers had 
received was then being pro- 
claimed by the apostles. 


All the sacrifices and offerings 
of the old dispensation simply 
showed forth man’s faith in the 
coming of a Messiah. When 
properly offered, they were the 
very strongest evidence of faith 
in, and acceptance of the 
Gospel of Jesus Ohrist. Without 
this faith, the Levitical sacrifices 
could be of no more avail than 
was the offering of Oain. This 
faith was not cherished by those 
who came out of the bondage of 
Egypt,hence they were compelled 
to wander in the wilderness forty 
years, until their carcasses fell 
by the way, and a generation 
that had faith in God had taken 
their places. Two faithful ones 
alone of aii the vast company 
that leftEgypt—Oaleb and Joshua 
—finally entered the Promised 
iand, 

The brazen serpent(Num.21 :3) 
was an object. lesson,teaching the 
children of Israel of the Ohrist to 
come.**Look and live’’is the true 
test of faith in Ohrist. As one 
look at the brazen serpent set up 
in view of all the camp of Israel, 
brought life and health to the 
sufferer, so one look at the cruci- 
fied One of Calvary, brings 
life and salvation to the repen- 
tant sinner. 

Ohrist gives connection be- 
tween the raising up of the ser- 
pent in the wilderness and Hus 
own crucifixion thus: ‘*And as 
Moses lifted up the serpent in 
the wilderness, even so must the 
Son of man be lifted up.’’ Jno.3: 
14. Later, He explains the ob- 
ject of this: ‘‘And 1, if 1 be lift- 
ed up from the earth, will draw 
all men unto me.” Jno.12:82.

The end was 
accomplished,and the water came 
forth, and the people were satis- 
fied. Did not the plan Moses 
substituted succeed? But for the 


obedience of Moses, he did 
not get toenter Canaan. (Num. 


20:12.) 

Let us take care how we sub- 
stitute other methods of work for 
those God has given us.
